LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  Now  Bedford  Sunday  Standard- Times  of  October  3  states  as  fellows: 

"Staple  cotton  markets  continued  very  firm  as  to  basis  this  week,  but 
trading  in  this  and  other  New  England  centers  was  very  light.  Seme 
scattered  business    in  spots  and  auick  delivery  cotton  that  might  all 
be  grouped  under  the  head  of  'fill-in  business'  was  put  through,  but 
little  round-lot  trading  was  done.    In  some  quarters  of  the  market  there 
was  evident  a  willingness  to  underbid  the  market,  but  the  prices  offered 
were  usually  sc  far  under  the  current  quotations  that  business  seemed 
pnpossible .

"Occasional  interest  in  Pima  cotton  is  reported,  and  there  have  been 
sales  of  No.  2  Pima  for  November  shipment  around  29  cents.    For  number 
(jjnes  to  be  shipped  in  October,  the  price  was  quoted  31  to  32  cents  but 
late  shipment  number  ones  can  be  had  as  low  as  30  cents  flat,  while 
number  threes  can  be  had  as  low  as  27-g-  cents,  though  more  quoted  it  at 
28  cents .

"Extra  staple  c>  tt< n  markets  were  net  very  active  during  the  past  week, 
outside  of  some  trading  in  selected  shorter  cottons  which  took  place 
in  the  northern  New  England  markets  and  in  Boston.    Buying  interest  was 
evident  from  the  lively  attention  given  to  cotton  quotations,  but  the 
trade  was  still  showing  pronounced  hesitation  about  making  sizable  com- 
mitments. ***

"No  activity  was  reported  on  the  very  long  peeler  types,  nor  was  there 
much  actual  trading  in  Pima  cotton,  though  sumo  interest  in  it  was  re- 
ported in  some  quarters.    The  prices  quoted  f.r  it  are  around  28  cents 
for  threes,  29  cents  for  twos  and  30  cents  for  ones.    There  was  little 
actual  trading,  but  some  seems  to  be  in  prospect.

"C  tton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  September  25,  1937,  contains  the 
following  dispatch  from  the  Societe  Cotonniere  d'Egypte,  of  Alexandria, 
dated  September  16: 

Weather  conditions  for  picking  have  been  favourable,  although 
morning  mists  of  fair  duration  have  taken  place.    Yield  results 
have  been  on  the  increase.     In  Upper  Egypt  a  fair  second  picking 
is  said  to  be  assured  in  early  districts.     In  Lower  Egypt  picking 
is  now  general,  but  results  are  not  uniform.    The  decline  of  rrices 
is  now  a  factor,  as,  in  certain  districts,  smaller  planters  are 
reported  to  be  leaving  'their  fields  for  a  single  picking,  which 
will  effect  both  quality  and  quantity.

"Extra  staple  cotton  markets  here  and  elsewhere  in  Nlew  England  con- 
tinued inactive  this  week,  but  there  ¥/as  some  trading  in  selected 
shorter  cottons  at  prices  fully  equal  to  those  quoted  a  week  ago. 
Cotton  manufacturers  are  frank  in  expressing  their  feeling  that  current 
quotations  on  cotton  are  reasonable  enough,  but  they  see  no  prospect 
of  any  great  increase  in  basis,  and  having  no  necessity  at  the  moment 
for  adding  to  their  raw  material  supplies,  the;:  are  content  to  postpone 
buying  until  such  time  as  the  cotton  goods  markets  show  signs  of  revival.

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  reports  mill  consumption  of  American- 
Egyptian  (Pima)  cotton  during  the  month  of  September  as  728  bales  of 
500  pounds  gross  weight,  compared  with  769  bales  in  August  and  960  bales 
in  July.    The  mill  consumption  of  imported  Egyptian  cotton  is  reported 
as  having  been  6,878  bales  in  September,  compared  with  6,371  bales  in 
August  and  5,9  06  baleo  in  July.
